PAN-AMERICAN ~- 


Mabel F. Noyes Tells of Her Trip to the 
Wonderful Exposition at Buffalo. 


“And I don’t believe there's a sing-e 
spot 

That’s she’s cared to v:ew that she has 

not!” 


Of course you would not think of tak- 
ing the Buffalo’ “pleasure exertion” 
without including a trip to Niagara 
Falls before you return. There are 
several ways you may reach them, by 
train, by steamer on a daylight or 
moonlight excursion or by trolley. We 
chose the latter, and an 18 mile ride of 
an hour aiong the Niagara River and 
Erie canal, at a cost of fifty cents the 
round trip, brought us to our destina- 
tion. The land all aiong the Fal!s was 
in 1885 made into a public park and the 
eommissioners are still improving the 
surroundings and making tnem as al- 
tractive’ as possible. A. steel obserya- 
tion tower, 260 feet high, ‘at’ the en- 
trance: of the park, has an extensive 
outlook. The falls.are very beautiful 
in pictures, but the Coloring of the “real 
articje’ makes all the difference in the 
worl’. The water is a deep green, ex- 
cept where the foam makes it whiie, 
and in one place tHe foam dashes down 
in such fine lacey spray that it is called 
the Bridal Veil, it so closely resembles 
one. We joined the band of pilgrims 
clad in bathing suits covered by oliskin 
coats and hoods, and walked down the 
narrow flight of stairs to the Cave of 
Winds, and from thence passed under 
the falls themselves. Afterwards we 
walked down 251 steps to view the Rap- 
ids from the foot of the falls. One can, 
for ten cents, ride down and back on 
the inclined railway, but we preferred 
to walk, to remind us of some of our 
Cathedral climbs of last summer, From 
this place yOu may don a waterproof 
attire resembling the costume of the 
“White Caps” in having a cowl and 
long, loose sack, but black in colo-, and 
take a trip on the little steamer ‘‘Maid 
of the Mist,” up to the very foot of the 
falls, (You may certainly betieve the 
camera was “out of sight” on this and 
the preceding trip, for fear if the disas- 
trous consequences if it should by mis- 
chance ‘go off” unbeknown to us. Af- 
ter you land you can walk across the 
bridge to Canada, having paid your 15 
cents toll, and view ‘our’ sije of the 
falls. There are carriages, with expe- 
rienced drivers who can tell you all 
about the Falls, that will take you 
through this charmed inclosure for $2, 
or you can walk about at your leisure, 
the paths are labelled, the Reservation 
police will answer any questions, and 
there are plenty of seats to rest On at 
will. Last time we were here the vis- 
itors were mostly bridal coupies, and It 
was necessary to talk very loud, or 
cough frequently to let them know 
Other peopie were on the earth too. 
This year all is changed, and family 
parties prevail. Perhaps the bridal 
parties of eight years ago are now 
bringing their children with them as 
they revisit the scenes of their honey- 
moon. 

Saturday was Midway day at the 
Fair, the whole time being given over 
especially to the attractions therein. 
The Mayor of Buffalo proclaimed a 
civic holiday, railroads gave excursion 
rates and everyone hied him to the 
Fair. At six o’clock the ticket seller 
told us 100,000 tickets had already been 
sold, and many more people came in 


after that. The Midway is a street 
about a mile in length, lined with 
amusement attractions of every de- 


scription, many of them having elab- 
orate and expensive settings. The 
street strongly resembles Coney Island, 
and the “barkers” at the entrance call- 
ing out through megaphones the fea- 
tures of their Own especial exhibit 
make pandemonium indescribable, Ad- 
mission to most Midway attractions Is 
25 cents but a few are only ten cents, 
and one is 50 cents. 

The day began with a parade made 
up of members from the different 
shows, headed by a band of Indian 
warriors and ending with the educated 
horse Bonner, with several floats and 
bands interspersed. 

Directly after the parade there were 
sports in the Stadium, a place where 
all games are held, built after the pat- 
tern of the Roman Coliseum and con- 
taining seats for 12,000. The Mexican 
trick riding of bucking bronchos wa3 
interesting, but the most. thrilling 
feat was that of a performer from the 
“Streets of Mexico,” who slid on a 
wire from the electric tower into the 
Stadium, a Cistance of a quarter of a 
mile, holding on to a strap only by his 
teeth. A bit of play not billed fol- 
lowel, when, after he had safely land- 
ed, his wife ran up to the platform on 
which he was standing, climbed up the 
steps, threw both arms round his neck 
and kissed him, and then he politely 
handed her down and made his bow 
to the public. Shortly before this 10,- 
000 homing pigeons were brought in 
and let loose, while the band played 
“Home, Sweet Home.”’ The noise an4@ 
crowd seemed to confuse them at first, 
but in five minutes they were all out 


of sight. After the sports the crowd 
scattered for the Midway, to see the 
regular performances. The Indian 


Congress has many fierce looking war- 
riors, fantastically painted and be- 
decked with feathers, mounted on pon- 
jes in front of a building made to rep- 
resent a cave or rocky hill, into which 
they disappear at intervals and give 


exhibitions of their prowess. "The Phil-* 


ippine village is very interesting be- 
cause it shows to the Americans the 
“customs and manners” of the people 
in our recently acquired territory, and 
has several genuine islanders in their 
native huts. The “Old Plantation,” of 
course, represents darky life, number- 
ing cake walkers ani pickaninnies, 
headed by “Old Laughing Ben,” the 
“irresistablest nigger yet!” 

There is a Mexican village, an Es- 
quimaux settlement, a ‘‘Darkest Af- 
rica’’ exhibit, an Hawaiian village and 
a colony from fair Japan, all contain- 
ing representations from those differ- 
ent Places, making a very interesting 
study. In front of the Japan show was 
a row of jinrickishaws, and we must 
needs hire one apiece for a short ride, 
that we might compare it with the 
rides we had taken in other styles of 


vehicle. They are comfortable, but 
somewhat jerky in locomotion. 
Cora Beckwith, the “champion lady 


swimmer of the world,’ whom Law- 
rence people will remember as giving 
an exhibition at Glen Forest, is one 
of the Milway attractions. She expects 
to take a tour in a barrel down the

If you are interested in afiimals, you 
should pay ten cents to see the educat- 
horse “Bonner,” that picks out num- 
bers from cards on the floor, answers 
yes or no to questions, and writes ona 
blackboard with with chalk held in his 
teeth.. Then you. can walk down the 
etreet a bit and see Bostock’s great an- 
imal show of over 100 animals, birds 
and reptiles. Of course you will wisn 
to take a trip in the Aerio-Cycle, the 
Ferris wheel of this fair, ani taking 
a seat in one of the cages be carried 
up some 275 feet in the air. This costs 
you 25 cents. but you are returned to 
terra firma free! 

Alt Nurenberg on the outside is made 
to resemble an old German house—in- 
side there are stereopticon representa- 
tions of German works of art, Bavar- 
jan bands and a fine restaurant. You 
are not expected, ‘however, to eat in 
time to the music! 

The children are very much pleased 
with the ‘doll lady’? Chiquita, aged 31, 
and only 26 inches tn height. Her bi- 
cycle and ‘smal! coach with tiny ponies 
to draw it are seen in the vestibule. 
The Upside Down house is very much 
the same as the one we gaw in Paris. 
Mirrors are so arranged that visitors 
seem to be walking on the ceHing, and 
all the furniture is so arranged to 
carry out the illusion. We enjoyed the 
spectacle a “Trip to the Moon” im- 
mensely. We were first shown the air- 
ship in which we were to travel—then 
the illusion of the trip was carried out 
by the darkened lights ,wildly tossing 
waves and thunder and lightning, for 
we encountered a storm on our jour- 
ney. This was so realistic that some 
of the passengers would have been sea- 
sick if we had not speedily disembark- 
ed and walked down the marvelous 
City of the Moon, with its wonderful 
hollow caves and passages with their 
striking scenic effects and still more 
striking pigmy inhabitants, till we 
reached the palace of the Man in the 
Moon, who entertained us royally with 
the maidens of his court. Then we re- 
turned to Mother Earth and proceeded 
to visit the Romany Gypsy camp and 
had our fortunes told by Queen Zora. 
We entered her tent, crossed her palm 
with a silver piece, and were told we 
could have three wishes—at each wish 
she struck the coin against an amulet 
she wore and then crossed a line on our 
palm with it, telling us whether we 
would get our wish or no. The rest was 
partly palmstry and partly magic—we 
were told whether we were born under 
a lucky or unlucky star, some past 
events were brought to mind and some 
future events, of interest chiefly to the 
writer, foretold. We then took our de- 
parture, detained for a moment by a 
tall, elderly female with a bright red 
bandanna handerkerchief on her head, 
and clad in a red calico gown that had 
caught up at one side, enough to give 
a glimpse of a short walking skirt and 
a pair of square toed boots. She told 
us the gypsies didn’t know anything 
about fortune telling but she did be- 
cause she had graduated from a school 
of palmstry. We expressed ourselves 
as quite satisfied with what we had 
been told by the Queen, and kept on 
our way, for, having ‘done’ the Mid- 
way as thoroughly as we wished, we 
were not searching for a restaurant. 

The procuring of meals here is sug- 
gestive of tramp life, or the adventures 
of Weary Willie, who begins the day, 
perhaps, by sharpening his teeth on 
Mrs. Youngwife’s biscuit, next nibbles 
at one of Miss Spinster’s spicy dough- 
nuts, and is fortunate indeed if treated 
by Mrs. Experientia to a cup of her 
famous coffee and triangle of pie. Since 
our arrival we have had creamed chic- 
ken and coffee, with home-made gin- 
gerbread at the Nebraska sod-house; 
Saturday night, like good New Eng- 
landers, we sat down to baked beans 
and brown bread at the Pergola res- 
taurant; one day we had a four course 
dinner with “most excellent coffee” at 
Bailey’s, and as a grand finish, sat 
down to a dream of a dinner in Alt 
Nurnberg, where the price of the Ger- 
man delicacies procured there are as 
high as the food is excellent. 

Before ‘the illumination began we 
had time to observe some of the sculp- 
ture used in adorning the grounds. 
Special pains have been taken with the 
grouping and landscape effects, so the 
results leaves little to be desired. There 
are over 125 groups of statuary by 
world renowned sculptors, and about 
500 pieces. One of the Old Masters 
once told a visitor of his that “pic- 
tures were to be looked at, not 
smelled,’ referring to the habit many 
people have of putting their faces close 
to works of art, and this remark ap- 
plies to the statuary groups. Close 
at hand many of them are rough, 
meaningless lumps of plaster but at a 
short distance the effect is most beau- 
tiful and pleasing. The equestrian 
statue of Washington, by Daniel Ches- 
ter French, is the first one to greet 
you after entering the gates. There 
is no mistaking George's nose, even 
supposing the statue was not labelled. 
Of course there are many figures of 
the buffalo, that former ‘‘monarch of 
the prairie,’”’ to be seen, sometimes 
singly, but often in a group’ of two, 
one contentedly kneeling, chewing his 
cul the other resting her head against 
her companion’s shoulder. The Mac- 
Monnies statue of Nathan Hale is re- 
produced from the one in the N. Y. 
City Hall park. The Percheron Stal- 
lion, being led by a groom, reminds one 
of the Agriculture group at Chicago, 
and so does the group here labelled 
“Agriculture,” but representing the 
early American farmer and his son 
ploughing with a steer and a hourse. 
The companion group, Manufacture, 
represents a group of mechanics et 
work at a forge. 

The Pilgrim Father, with his B'ble 
under his arm, is stepping smartly 
along with a somewhat dubious expres- 
sion as if he didn’t know whether to 
laugh or frown. Possibly by some 
mischance, he has caught a glimpse of 
the MacMonnies Bacchante, that was 
repudiated by the Bostonians, for she is 
here, altho’ at a seemingly safe distance 
from our Plymouth settler. The Chal- 
lenge is-a statue of an American In- 
dian astride a bare backed pony, hold- 
ing aloft his spear, in challenge to some 
hostile brave. The Chariot Race, rem- 
iniscent of Ben Hur, is a group showing 
a driver swinging his charlot around a 
sharp curve of the arena, holding in the 
inner horses and giving the others free 
rein. The St. Gaudens Equestrian 
statue of General Sherman, shown at 
the Paris Fair, is placed in front of the 
Art Building. A winged victory with a 
crown of laurel precedes the _ horse. 
There are many other groups but these 
are the most noticeable. The illumina- 
tion begins every evening at 8.15 o’clock 
and long before that time all available 
space in or near the Court of the foun- 
tains, facing the Electric Tower is 
taken. This tower, with tts 40,000 elec- 
tric lights is the central point of il- 
lumination. By an entirely new device 
the light is turned on by degrees, first 
there appears a faint flush, changing to 
pink, deepening to red, then changing 
to luminous yellow, until the Tower, 
the buildings and the long line of lamp 
pillars glow into brilliant yet mellow 
beauty, neither blinding nor dazzling. 
The 70 feet high fountain in the niche 
of the Tower, with its masses of water 
pouring down over its pale green back- 
ground at the rate of 13,000 gallons per 
minute. and softened by the electric 
light about it, gives almost the effect 
of Niagara by moonlight. "We had pall

fifty cents for a permit to bring in our 
camera for the day, so we proceeded to 
add this scene to our list of views taken 
curing the day, at divers and sundry 
places on the grounds. No tripods are 
allowed and no camera larger than a 
4x5 can enter, but I should think there 
were 50 of various sorts and_ sizes 
grouped around the bridge about this 
time, the owners all aiming to “get 
their money’s worth” of the illumina- 
tion at least. We then proceeijed to 
take a gondola, brought straight from 
Florenza, propelled by two picturesque 
gondoliers, for the half hour ride 
through the canal stretching all around 
the grounds. The gondoliers did not 
sing, but as we passed under the vari- 
ous bridges tihey halloed to show us 
what an echo there was. Underneath 
one briige it is made to resemble a cave 
with seaweed hanging from the sides 
and top, and weird effects are produced 
by judiciously placed electric lights. 
There was a display of Pain’s fire- 
works at 11.30, but we decided we had 
seen enough for one day, so we started 
for our boarding place. 

There are three or four buildings we 
wish to explore in a-more. thorough 


Life Saving Drill and the Moving Pict- 
ure School Exhibit, but I think that 
after two or three days more of sight 
seeing we shall be like Kipling’s “Walk- 
ing Delegate’ horse, ‘tired, and quite 
willing to go home."

By vote of the Knights of Columbus 
convention at Cliff Haven, N. Y., Wed- 


nesday’ afternoon, the step-rate ‘five- 
year term plan of insurance was 
adopted. 

The new rates will go into effect 


Jan. 1, 1902, and are given in the tabie 
Winted below. In addition to these 
rates, there will be a further monthly 
assessment, averaging 30 cents, sim- 
ilar to the plan proposed by the frater- 
nal congress, to be applied to a fund 
to care for death benefits of those 
members attaiding the age of 65, after 
which ther 1 be no further increase 
of rates. 

Unver the new rates the younger 
members will pay less. In middle age 
it will remain about the same as at 
present, but the older members will 
pay considerable more than at 
present rates. 

For example, a member age 35 now 
pays 99 cents per month. This he would 
pay during life had the old rate con- 
tinued. Under the new rate he will 
pay 60 cents monthly, plus the extra 
assessment of 30 cents, making 90 cenis 
in all, but when he arrives at 40 years 
of age his total assessment rate will 
increase to 99 cents, continuing to in- 
erease at the end of every five-year 
period.

Boston & Maine car shop at South 
Lawrence, committeed suicide Thurs- 
day morning at his room at Lawrence 
house, 194 ksgex street, by taking car- 
bolic aciu. The rash deed was com- 
mitted between 7 and 10 o'clock this 
morning, as the victim was seen alive 
at the former time and found in an un- 
conscious state shortly after 10 o'clock. 
He was taken to the general hospital 
Where he lingered until about noon 
when ‘he died, 

It is supposed that despondency was 
the cause of the deed, as mo. other 
good reason can be assigned. The vic- 
um was a man of steady habits and 
nothing unusual was noticed in his 
conduct up to the time of the act which 
ended his life, with the exception that 
he had appeared despondent for some 
days past. F 

Up to a few days ago Mr.. Knox had 
resided at 377 Essex street and had 
been in that place for over five years, 
and always appeared to be of regular 
habits. Saturday, however, he left 
that place’ and secured’ a room at the 
Lawrence house, 194 Essex street. 
Little had been geen Of him during the 
past few days by the proprietor of 
the house, but to all appearances 
everything was well with him. , 

This morning he did not go out as 
usual and at 7 o’clock a workman 
called to see him. He went up to the 
room and found Mr. Knox up and 
dressed. After a few moments’ con- 
versation, the gentleman left, Mr. 
Knox telling him that he would be 
along soon, At 9 o’clock the gentleman 
returned with another man, and, being 
shown to the room, found the door 
closed, and as there was no answer to 
their raps, they went away, thinking 
the occupant out. About this time tne 
landlady went to the room, and tried 
the door, finding it unlocked, ghe 
looked in, and seeing the man's clothes 
on the chair she thought he had again 
retired, and left him, About an hour 
later another man called at the house 
and wanted to see Mr. Knox. In com- 
pany with the landlady, they” went to 
the door of the room, and finding it un- 
locked they entered. Mr. Knox was 
lying by the side of the bed, uncon- 
scious, and on the commode nearby 
was a bottle partly filled with carbolic 
acid, and a glass containing a little 
carbolie acid diluted with water. 

Aid was immediately summoned, 
and the police called. Dr. W. J. Sulli- 
van was called, and upon arrival made 
a hasty examination of the man and 
surroundings. 

Besides the bottle of poison and glass 
previously mentioned, there were two 
other glasses on the commode which 
appeared to have been used for car- 
bolic acid and there was also a strong 
indication that morphine had been 
used. In the bed was found a revolver 
with an empty shell in one chamber, 
but the physician was unable to locate 
any marks of the shot upon the man’s 
body. One of the ladies in the house 
stated that she thought she ‘heard a 
noise that sounded like a shot fired 
about 9 o'clock. 

The physician administered a stim- 
ulant, and the man was removed to the 
General hospital in the police ambul- 
ance. The physicians worked over him 
but the deadly poison had entered the 
system and nothing could be done to 
save the life of the man. 

The body was taken in charge by Un- 
dertaker Colby. 

Mr. Knox was about 45 years of age, 
and an Odd Fellow. He was unmar- 
ried and had no near yelatives in this 
city. 


LAYING EXTRA PIPE.

Every Requirement Insisted Upon 


If anyone had any doubt about the 
desire and will of the selectmen to pro- 
tect every interest of the town that is 
possible, in the building of the street 
railway on Main street, their action 
during the past week would promptly 
dispel such doubt. 

By the terms of the franchise the 
builders were allowed to lay between 
the two tracks, any of the old paving 
blocks that were “as good as the new 
blocks prescribed, and that were satis- 
factory to the selectmen.” It was not 
very difficult for the selectmen to judge 
of the old blocks upon seeing a short 
stretch, last Saturday, and they very 
promptly condemned the entire lot of 
old blocks for future use. 

The next hitch came on Wednesday, 
when the selectmen held a meeting and 
voted that work on the second track 
could) not proceed beyond Punchard 
avenue, unless the railroad carried 
along with the track laying, the grading 
of the street, or executed a bond to do 
that work within a specified time to the 
full requirements of the franchise. 
While the terms of the franchise amply 
covered the work which is to be done 
in widening and grading the street, it 
was believed by the selectmen that the 
work should be done at once so that 
the entire inconvenience should come 
at one time. 

On the principle that “an honest 
man does not care how much he is 
watched,” it is thought that the railroad 
officials will readily execute the required 
bond to bind themselves to do what 
they have already agreed, in-other 
With these matters ad- 
justed there should be no very great 
delay in finishing the Main streel work. 


Early Senatorial Work. 


It isa long while since Andover Re- 
publicans have been subjected to a 
pulling and hauling upon the subject of 
a candidate for senator. The last time 
such a condition existed, the caucus 
pursued the very satisfactory course of 
electing an unpledged delegation, whose 
members were free to act as they 
pleased. 

This year there are two candidates 
for the nomination in the persons of 
Archie = Frost of Lawrence and 
George Frederick of Methuen. It 
is aa that both of these gentle- 
men are already pledging voters to their 
respective causes, and Andover has not 
wholly escaped their attentions along 
this line. It is certainly pretty early 
for politics to become very warm and it 
is doubtful if many Andover republi- 
cans allow themselves to be tied to any 
particular candidate for any office thus 
early in the game. 

So far as known there are at present 
no other candidates in any part of the 
district, but it is easy to see how condi- 
tions might arise which would bring 
other candidates forward in whom And- 
over would have larger interest than in 
either of the present aspirants. 


They Have Andover’s Good Wishes 


Whatever may be the political signifi- 
cance of the move which has united 
Cong. Knox and Senator Currier into a 
law firm, there is no doubt about the 
very cordial) good wishes which both 
have, from an almost united Andover 
constituency. Probably no two office 
holders ever held the confidence and 
esteem of Andover voters so closely as 
these two gentlemen do. Although 
one is a republican and one a democrat, 
Both have been always recognized as 
conscientious and able public servants. 

There are altogether too few office 
holders of the stamp of Messrs. Knox 
and Currier, and it is to be regretted 
that they are likely to be lost to public 
service, even temporarily. The chances 
are much more than even that both will 
be called into the field again for higher 
honors than any yet enjoyed. 


Editorial Cinders. 


The Richardson Field is a very gen- 
erous beneficiary of the street railway 
tear-up on Main street, all of the sur- 
plus gravel going into its grading.

A Bold Break.

Lease Property for One in Andover. 


Lawrence has at last awakened to the 
facc that she has been dodging the state 
law in the matter of providing tle local 
military companies with a suitably rifle 
range and has taken the initial steps to 
make good the deficit. 

Frye Village, that section of this town 
nearest Lawrence, seems to come in 
landily or everything and upon her 
possibilities the authorities of that city 
have focussed their attention after an in- 
vestigation of all the likely spots in the 
immediate vicinity on which they might 
settle upon a site for a range. The place 
chosen is upon the property of Paul 
Hannagan and without doubt is an ideal 
one for the purpose for which it is desir- 
eY. — It is situated in a valley, with steep 
hills rising on all sides so that no matter 
what side one shoots from there Gan _be 
no danger: ‘There are fully 25 springs 
on the ground, 

The Lawrence city government com- 
mittee on military and armories, met the 
other evening, and besides deciding on 
the site, voted to ask the city govern- 
ment for an appropriation of $2500 to put 
the site in suitable condition for a range. 
Supt. of Public Property Kingston of 
Lawrence, said that he had been on the 
grounds and had figured that it would 
take at least $2300 to put the place in 
proper shape. ‘This, he said, would pay 
for the building of a pit, the erection of 
shacks from which to shoot, and for all 
protections. ‘There will be twelve tar- 
gets Over the pit which will be made of 
Portland cement and field stone with a 
concrete top. Nothing will be done at 
present in regard to building a house on 
the local range. 

All members of the companies, to re- 
main in the state militia, will have to 
qualify from the 200 yard point, at least, 
but the range will be provided with 
shooting points at distances of 500 and 
600 yards for sharpshooters and distin- 
guished marksman. 

Lieut. John F, Golden, inspector of 
rifle practice for the 9th regiment, said: 
“IT have visited rifle ranges all over the 
state, but I never saw a place more fitted 
for one than the site in Frye village. No 
matter what point you shoot from, it is 
perfectly safe for the range will be in a 
valley, surrounded on every side by high 
elevations. On the north and south 
there are very large hills and on the east 
and west, ranges of hills.” 


New Law Firm. 


Politicians and business men generally 
have been rather surprised to learn of 
the new law partnership which has just 
been formed of Congressman William S. 
Knox of this place, Guy W. Currier of 
Lawrence and Louis A. Frothingham of 
Boston. In other words, two of the 
most prominent men of opposite polit- 
ical views in this district, Mr. Knox and 
Mr. Currier, have joined forces. The 
firm name will be Knox, Currier & 
Frothingham. Mr. Knox held a leading 
place among the Essex county lawyers 
when he left his business six years ago 
to enter politics and run for congress. 
He is even now talked of for higher 
honors than those which he now. bears. 
Mr. Currier is a fine business man al- 
though he has never been very active 
at law. He is a graduate of M.I.T., 
and of Boston University Law school. 
He is at present state senator from this 
district. Mr. Frothingham is a graduate 
of the Harvard University and Law 
school. He captained the ’98 ball nine. 
In 1900 he was elected to the Massachu- 
setts legislature and is said to be one of 
the most popular men in Boston.

The Right Hon. W. W. Bramston 
Beach, who has represented the An- 
dover district of Hampshire in the 
British parliament since 1885, died 
in Westminster hospital, Aug. 4, as 
the result of being thrown from a 
cab the evening before as he was 
driving home. He was a graduate 
of Eton and Oxford, a typical old 
country gentleman and a staunch 
conservative.

He rarely spoke in 
debate but maintained with great 
dignity and fidelity the parliament- 
ory traditions. He was seventy-five 
years of age.

The building will be 125x150 feet and 
will cost about $2500.

T. Reynolds. 

Back of the school which will be open 
all the year round, will be astable which 
will accommodate 20 or 25 horses, Al- 
ready Mr. Heroux has ten of the trained 
steeds, all Kentucky High school saddle 
horses. Charles Adams of Lawrence, as 
well as Mr. Heroux himself, will be in 
attendance at first and later another in- 
structor will be added. 

It is expected that the academy will 
be opened by the 15th of September and 
possibly sooner.

Many Andover students and others have 
signified their intention of attending 
the school. 

Indoor lessons will be given to begin- 
ners and in fact to-all during the winter 
season, but in fair weather the more ad- 
vanced pupils will take their lessous on 
the outdoor course. 


Obituary. 


STEPHEN BALLARD. 


Stephen Ballard, founder of the Ballard 
school for Colored Persons at Lincoln, 
Ga., and liberal supporter of other color- 
lea institutions, died Saturday at his home 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., of a stroke of paraly- 
sis. He was eighty-six years old. 

Stephen Ballard, son of Joshua Ballard 
and Phoebe Abbott, was born in Andover, 
Sept. 9, 1815, in the old house lately oc- 
cupied by Capt. Allen on ‘the plains” 
Ballardvale, which was burned to the 
ground a short time ago—the famous 
ancient Ballard tavern of the Revolution 

He was educated in the Andover 
schools, probably attending Phillips ac- 
ademy, and was early trained in John 
Marland’s mills at Ballardvale, in making 
delaine, where it was first made in this 
country. Later, with his brothers, Gay- 
ton and Joshua, he removed to Hooksett, 
N. H., and changed the cotton mill there 
to a delaine mill. At Southbridge, Mass., 
the brothers later established a manu- 
factory for cotton and woolen goods, the 
Hamilton Woolen Co., being controlled 
by them 

“Ship timber was my brother Joshua's 
venture,” once said Stephen, but tlie bro- 
thers usually worked together. Stephen 
Ballard learned the wool sorting busi- 
ness, got out timber, and could also 
manufacture leather belts and rubber 
belting. Of late years he formed a sue- 
cessful investment in cabinet work for 
interiors, picture frames and other fine 

ood work. He was especially an all a- 
round mechanic and versatile business 
man Until his death he was treasurer 
of the White, Potter & Paige Company. 
He leaves a large estate. 

He married on Oct. 24, 1840, Sarah 
Ballard Russell, a distant cousin and 
daughter of Abiel Russell and Sarah Ab- 
bott. In October, 1851, his wife died. 
His second wife was Abby Dodge, whom 
he married in November, 1852, and she 
died June 8, 1895. Neither union was 
blessed by any children. 

Gayton Ballard, now 80 years of age, 
and the youngest sister, Miss Mary Bal- 
lard of this place, with a grandson, (ay- 
ton Ballard Ellis, are all that are left of 
a long line of Ballard ancestry, pioneers 
of Andover settlement. ; 

The funeral services were lel in 
Brooklyn and the body was brought to 
Andover, interment following a brief se! 
vice at the grave in the South church 
cemetery last Tuesday evening.

The Andover Summer School. 


There are two schools. in Andover 
which answer to thé above name. One 
in charge of Mr. A. E. Stearns; the other 
has Mr. John Angus for its presiding 
genius. One is held in the Phillips 
Academy Science building; the other 
spreads over the Stowe and John Dove 
buildings. One is a small school for 
big boys; ‘the other, which is the par- 
ticular institution signified by our title, 
is a large school for small boys. 

Mr. Angus has, been spoken of as its 
‘genius’; but Miss Battles begins the 
story,—Miss Battles and Miss Packard. 
People in general may have had a notion 
that the construction of the new railroad 
track was the most engrossing work 
going on in Andover; but they have no 
conception of the excitement and pleas- 
ure of weaving a basket under the super- 
intendence of Miss Battles and Miss Pack- 
ard. There are the reeds of the right 
length to get, and the ‘‘weavers” to keep 
in soak, and the plan to follow, and the 
mat to bend at the right time in order to 
shape the basket, and the handle to push 
in hard, and one’s temper to keep when 
the reeds break, From one small work- 
man toanother the two kind, eager teach= 
ers hover, fulfilling Wordsworth’s* de- 
scription of the perfect woman, “‘planned 
To warn, to comtort, and command.” 

The spectator finds himself seized by 
a desire to make a basket himself; and 
in order that he may not yield to it, he 
goes down-stairs to watch the carpentry 
class taught by Edward Hall. Arithme- 
tic only holds a candle to carpentry for 
enforcing lessons of exactness, deftness, 
and neatness. It is said that new cour- 
age to persevere in his great life-work 
came to Robert Bruce from watching a 
spider spinning her web under —to her— 
depressing circumstances. One may get 
a similar inspiration from gazing at the 
smallest scholars in carpentry trying to 
use pentil and compasses to construct a 
perfect are or trying to plane a board 
quite smooth. The effort is good for the 
boy. Itis as good as anything he ever 
does in winter school. Nor need the les- 
son be lost on-the visitor. 

Leaving the John Dove basement, the 
Townsman correspondent encountered 
Mr. Angus and a small party playing 
croquet. The correspondent is old 
enough to remember the palmy days of 
croquet. Who can tell how much the 
morals of that generation suffered 
from croquet,—the disputes, the cheat- 
ing, the bad temper! Happily the 
game is returning under better aus- 
pices. Honesty, self-control, justice, 
all are taught on the Bartlet street 
grounds, as well as a correct eye. If 
Adam could only have sent Cain to 
such a school! But a method is still 
needed whereby resistance to the tempt- 
ation of the neighbors’ summer apple 
trees may be taught. Any further re- 
flections of this sort were cut short for 
the correspondent by the noisy return 
to the grounds of the Nature class 
under Mr. Griggs They had captured 
a Cecropia, At least we think that 
was the name; but if not, few readers 
of the Townsman know the _ differ- 
ence anyway. It has been an excellent 
butterfly year, and the school’s collec- 
tion is a good one already. Time and 
space fail to tell of the cocoons, cater- 
pillars, ete.. under observation in the 
cages belonging to the class, and also of 
the good drawings that have been made 
by each boy of the butterflies in his priv- 
ate collection. 

It is time for recess. The croquet 
changes and enlarges into base-ball. We 
come out to it just in time to see one of 
the teachers muff an easy ball amid a 
profound and well-mannered silence. 
The day being hot, Pomp’s pond seems 
too far off, even for the pleasure of ob- 
serving the swimming class at work. We 
have seen enough, however, to almost 
believe, in the spell and enthusiasm of 
the moment‘ the words of Jean Paul 
Richter: ‘Certainly if either the play- 
school or the school of instruction must

Every Other Day Vacation. 


A plan for an every-other day vaca- 
tion is thus outlined by a contributor 
to the Congregationalist’s series of va- 
cation articles: 


In advocating this idea I am assum- 
ing, of course, that the brain-worker 
has, to some extent, the command of 
his own time, which is true of brain- 
workers generally. I think (excepting 
teachers and students, whose long sum- 
mer recesses would enable them to test 
the plan.) The every-other day vaca- 
tion defines itself. The idea is simply 
to work one day and play the next, and 
to keep this up for periods much long- 
er than are allowed for the average all- 
too-brief vacation. Let us note a few 
advantages of the plan: 

1, Its cheapness. It is better taken 
at home, or in the immediate vicinity 
of home, where one can keep in touch 
with accustomed work and tools. No ex- 
tra cost of living expenses is Invo'ved. 
Necessary domestic duties may still be 
performed. 

2, Its economic advantage. There is 
no abrupt and total break in the cur- 
rent of productive work. Furthermore 
the amount of work accomplished with- 
out extra effort, by the refreshed and 
stimulated mind is astonishing. 

3. Its magical effect on the system 
Work and play thus equally and impar- 
tially interlarded furnish the ideal con- 
dition of health. Six months of half 
work and’ half play are better for both 
mind and body than six months of all 
play. Experience proves this statement 
to be true. 

4. Its availability. You don’t have 
to debate whether you can take the 
every-other-day vacation or not, that 
is, if you are measurably your own 
master, You begin any day, to take it, 
and the thing is done. Your income 
keeps about the same—just the same, 
of course, if you are drawing a salary. 
Your work does not languish. You 
keep it well in hand, and its quality im- 
proves. It grows fresher, stronger, mere 
vital. Your domestic and social duties 
are not slighted. You retail all the ad- 
vantages of the rut without being in 
it all the time.

ROD AND CAMERA 


Experiences in New Hampshire Wilds 
Among the Trout and Deer. A 
¢c ntinuation of the Scribe’s 
Vacation Experienscs. 


AT HOME 
How to’ fulfill my promise to the 
Townsman readers and give to,them an 
adequate description of our experiences 
in the wilds of New Hampshire which 
will do the country and our own good 
time justice, isa harder task than I an- 
ticipated. But I shall endeavor to in- 
itiate the good people of Andover into 
the mysteries of deer stalking for pic- 
torial purposes, trout fishing for enjoy- 
ment and incidentally to obtain one’s 
breakfast, dinner and supper, and at the 
same time picture for them one of the 
grandest and most beautiful of nature’s 
wildernesses found in the vicinity of the 
Connecticut lakes of Northern New 
Hampshire. 


I had in some slight measure spoken 
of Idlewild Camp wbere we were to 
spend the week but not to do it full 
justice. The road to the Second lake 
from First lake runs for the greater 
part of the way through thick woods, 
up hill and down, the music of running 
waters in little, tumbling brooks making 
music in the travellers’ ears as they ride 
along. Emerging from the woods, sev- 
eral weather beaten cabins among the 
trees having just been seen, one comes 
in full view of the Idlewild, and dashing 
down the little hill, past the spring of 
purest, coldest water imagainable, the 
carriage rolls quickly up a slight rise to 
the house. A warm welcome is assured 
from the genial proprietor, O. C 
Bumford, whose every aim is to minister 
to the wants of his guests and see that 
they have a good time. 


Idlewild Camp, plain on both exterior 
and interior, is an ideal place to spend a 
week with rod, gun or camera. Nothing 
can be better than the chance for sport 
with either, furnished at this lodge in 
the wilds from which one can easily 
reach the lurking place of the trout, the 
haunts of deer, of moose, of bear, of 
caribou and all the varieties of smaller 
game common in this section of New 
England. Essentially a  sportman’s 
abiding place, yet Idlewild shelters many 
of the gentler sex who like to get close 
to nature. As to bed and board, no 
large, expensive hotel could have any- 
thing much better. Fresh trout from 
the lake, ah! how good they were. The 
house itself seemed elastic because con- 
tinually it was stretching to make room 
for one or two more. 


The piazza, running along the entire 
front of the house, overlooks the lake 
which, at this point, is about one anda 
half miles wide. In length, the lake 
stretches fully two and a half or three 
miles from North to South. Forests 
come almost to the water’s edge on 
nearly every side altho’ in some places, 
the shore isa little marshy with mead- 
ows through which the deer approach 
the lake, where, stepping daintily down 
from among the bushes upon the bank, 
they enter the lake and walk along the 
beaches or edge of the water refreshing 
themselves with lily pads which have 
broken off and floated to where the 
wavelets ripple on the pebbles. It isa 
sight to be seen on almost any pleasant 
afternoon from the piazza with the ex- 
cellent glass, the property of the house. 

The Idlewild is not only a summer 
house but it keeps open during a portion 
of the hunting season, and will] not close 
this year until December 15th. Here, 
about the middle of October the nimrods 
will gather, and with gun and guide 
start out, each day for the woods where, 
by still hunting, they endeavor to. bring 
in the head of some handsome buck and 
venison to supply the cravings of the 
inner man, In the evenings, the big 
fireplace in the centre of the office, 
built of rough stones, will cast offa 
ruddy glow and grateful heat, and as 
the sparks go shooting up the chimney, 
many will be tales of the chase, prowess 
with the gun, skill with the rod or 
idiocrasies of fellow man, that will go 
the round of the circle of huntsmen 
drawn up about the blaze. 


Having tried to portray the situation 
in which we found ourselves last week, 
let me now go on to tell the story of the 
days as they come back to my mind, 
Those who read the first part of the tale 
last week will remember that our deer 
stalking and fishing experiences on Sun- 
day were not entirely successful. But 
we enjoyed a closer view of deer in 
their free, untrammeled state than it 
had ever been our privilege to get 
before. With Mr. Chase in the bow of 
our little Indian Rock, a very light 
Rangeley boat, the use of which was in- 
cluded with the board, the writer 
paddled to the opposite shore and skirt- 
ing close beside the edge of the lake was 
able to approach within good rifle range, 
but poor snap shot distance, of,a hand- 
some doe, feeding along a little beach. 
Some movement, a slight noise, or whiff 
of tainted atmosphere must have 
reached her for suddenly her head went 
up, ears pointed forward and_ her eyes 
were turned intently and inquiringly in 
our direction. Her suspicion at our 
good intentions evidently getting the 
upperhand, she gave a few graceful 
bounds along the beach, cleared the 
bushes and disappeared. Once more we 
stole along the shore and soon the sight 
of adoe peacefully feeding was our re- 
ward. Without making a sound the 
boat glided nearer and nearer until 
when about ready to use the cameras 
on her she went behind a bush, ap- 
parently still unaware of our presence, 
but our nearer approach failed to reveal 
her location. We continued around the 
point, and there, feeding quietly, was 
the same deer, or another almost 
exactly like her. She did not see us for 
some time but finally when she did we 
were treated to an exhibition not en- 
tirely expected by us according to the 
conduct of our previous acquaintances. 
She was standing almost surrounded by 
bushes as we drifted in upon her. 
When our presence began to alarm her, 
the large ears came torward, eyes di- 
lated, and she “blew!” At least, that is 
what we found out later that she did. 
It was something like the snort of a 
frightened horse but not precisely the 
same. Then she half: turned, brought 
up her forefeet and rapped them on the 
ground sharply and turned to gaze 
inquiringly in our direction once more. 
This she repeated several times, finally 
concluding that ‘discretion was the 
better part of valor’, she rose gracefully 
in the air and with two six or eight feet 
leaps was out of sight. We approached 
several more deer during the afternoon 
but not near enough to secure good 
pictures of them. A little later we saw

After a short time spent unsuccessfully 
fishing we went back to camp, well sat- 
isfied with the first afternoon's enjoy- 
ment. 

Across the lake and a mile and a half 
away wasa beach. ‘This was where the 
fishermen and sportmen landed when 
they intended to go over the ‘carry’ to 
the Eastern Inlet, a paradise for both 
the followers of Isaac Walton and those 
to whom the rifle and shot gun are 
loved companions. On Monday morning 
Mr. Chase, Judge Batchellor, who was 
to be our camp-mate and story-teller-in- 
chief during the few days we were to 
spend at Third lake, and myself, rowed 
across to the landing securing, before 
we went ashore, what we hope would be 
our first successful deer picture, and 
made our. way across the ‘‘carry” to the 
dam at Eastern Inlet. Here we saw the 
first trout landed, a half pounder, but 
though we tried our luck, we had no 
success. After taking a few pictures, 
the back track was taken and the camp 
reached in season for dinner. 


‘T’was in the afternoon that we secured 
our pictures of the deer, however, and 
another such view of these handsome 
creatures as we had it seems it would 
seldom be the lot of anyone to obtain. 
It happened thusly. We had been in- 
formed by “Jimmie’’ Reynolds, one of 
the guides, and by others, that they 
thought the South Bay the place to see 
the deer as they were not molested much 
in that portion of the Lake. We paddled 
carefully along the shore, with camera 
ready in the bow and making not the 
slightest noise. But, where were the 
deer? Not one had presented itself to 
be photographed and we had begun to 
think South Bay a poor place for our 
purposes for the end of the Lake had 
been nearly reached. 

Just about then both of us caught sight 
of an object out in the middle of the cove 
which appeared to be a deer or moose 
swimming. Nearer investigation showed, 
to our disgust after having done some 
rapid and careful paddling, that the sup- 
posed animal was nothing more nor less 
than an old stump, with several knots 
upon the upper portion which we mis- 
took for ears or horns, for at this time of 
the year the buck’s horns are very short. 

Glancing back at the shore which we 
had just left, there we beheld a deer 
calmly browsing along the shore, and 
around the the point, one, two, three, 
four, yes, four of them close together, 
wallowing in the water, stepping along 
the shore or nosing about in the bushes. 
Turning the canoe gently, we glided 
quietly in toward the nearest and solitary 
deer who did not notice our approach 
until we had drifted to a comparatively 
short distance from her. She was nosing 
along the beach and like a kitten would 
often jump back as some unexpected 
movement in the water startled her. 

Finally up went her head, and with 
nostrils extended, and eyes fixed intent- 
ly upon us, she watched the boat as it 
came nearer and nearer. Snap, snap, 
went the cameras securing what we felt 
sure would turn out to be our first good 
deer picture. Still the pretty animal a- 
waited our intentions, gazing inquiringly 
all the time. Her head would give little 
impatient movements from side to side, 
sid at last her suspicions getting the 
better of her valor, she “blew” and gath- 
ering her feet in under her, bounded 
seemingly eight feet into the air and in

Interesting Letter from the Philippines 
by Andover Boy—Exciting Experi- 
ence With Sharks. 


A letter from George Nice, who is 
serving in the Philippines, has just been 
received hy his father, Henry Nice, Cen- 
tral street, and the most interesting 
parts of it are here given. 

lloilo, P. 1., July 1, 1901. 

“I am now on the U.S. 8, Annapolis 
and like it very well. Lleft Cavite with 
eleven other marines to form the ship’s 
guard. She is one of the floating pal- 
aces of the navy. At one time the Ann- 
apolis was a training ship for the cadets, 
but during the Spanish war she was 
hauled over and made into the style of 
a gunboat. There are six four-inch 


} guns, four six-inch, two one pounders 


and also rapid fire guns, so that you can 
see that we can do some damage if it 
comes toa pinch. I see by the bell that 
hangs on the half deck by captain's cabin 
that the ship made a record for herself 
during the war in Cuba, by sinking the 
Don Jorge Juan in action on July 2), 
1808. We had a pleasant trip from Cav- 
ite to loilo, and had a fine view of the 
different islands on the way down. The 
islands looked very pretty, and we could 
see the littie nipper sharks, and palms, 
banana and cocoanut trees. It would be 
a fine picturé for an artist. We arrived 
here on June 16th. Mountains surround 
the harbor which is a fine one for ships. 

“The town of Iloilo looks very pretty 
from the ship, but it is like all the rest 
of the towns on the islands when you 
get ashore. The buildings are very old 
and all an American can look at are 
Chinamen and Filipinos. I will scarcely 
be recognized when I get back home for 
lam almost as black as a Filipino my- 
self, from the sun. 

“We are stationed here for target 
practice with gun and revolver but do 
not know how long for. We gon shore 
every day and had a very sad thing hap- 
pen last week. There were twelve sailors, 
myself and two other marines with a 
lieutenant on shore for practice. The 
lieutenant said we could go in swim- 
ming, but to be ready to shoot when our 
turn came. It was a very rocky place 
and I decided not to go in, but they were 
having such a good time that I began to 
take my shoes off. Just as I had got one 
off, one of the fellows called for help. 
We saw him go under once and then 
come up. The water became red and 
the poor fellow cried out “sharks.” The 
men nearest him swam to the boat; he 
was only five feet from it himself. They 
pulled him in and it was seen that one 
of his legs was bitten off as cleanly as if 
done by a surgeon’s knife. We did all 
we could for him. The ship lay about 
three miles down the bay, but that large 
whaleboat went faster through the water 
than it had ever done before. The poor 
fellow had lots of pluck; when we were 
trying to stop the flow of blood, he said 
he guessed -he'd ‘never have to shoot 


again.” He is out of danger now, and is 
in the Army hospital. His home is 
Springfield. 


“We found out later that the place 
where we had gone in swimming was the 
home of the ground shark. Although 
the Filipino knew, he.said, this to be so, 
he said nothing about it. He said that 
he lost his child last week when learning 
it toswim. I will not trust a Filipino 
as long as I live, no matter how much 
“amigo” he claims to be, nor will I go in 
smimming in these waters.

Remembering the other deer around 
the point we used the utmost caution in 
skirting the shore, but careful as we were, 
the deer located us as soon as the point 
was passed. But that they took us fora 
harmless piece of driftwood was evident, 
for after one glance, they went back to 
their feeding. Three deer were in sight 
when we first doubled the point but im- 
agine our excitement when another deer 
stepped down into the water and first 
one, thenanother and then another little 
fawn trotted into view. One was a 
handsome littlé spotted fellow, while the 
other two were .perefectly plain. The 
picture was constantly shifting as the 
deer moved about now going into the 
bushes for a moment and then returning 
again to the water. A buck, three doe 
and three fawns were in sight at one 
time. One deer with its head under 
water, was probably eating lily pads. It 
seemed as though he kept under a minute 
at a time. he camera in frout was kept 
busy as we moved slowly nearer and 
nearer to theanimals. Finally, when we 
had got so close to one (leer that if she 
had backed out of the bushes she could 
searcely have helped sitting down on che 
bow of the canoe, the buck, one doe 
and the fawns grouped themselves to- 
gether and all took a decided and very 
persistent survey of the strange creature 
approaching them. It was a handsome 
picture and as we were as close as one 
could reasonably expect to get to these 
animals, in an unguarded moment, the 
writer released his paddle and reached 
for his camera. By the time he had it 
ready for action it was a moving picture 
that was obtained. llowever the bow 
ssun had been working at the rate of six 
vr eight pictures (more or less) to the 
minute, and as one of this picturesque 
group was thought to have been recorded, 
no harm was done. Of course, the signal 
of the buck had been heeded by all the 
other deer and not one was in sight, so 
that the tension on our nerves was reliev- 
ed and we felt satisfied that our luck in 
getting pictures of the deer in its own 
haunts had beeu a success, so started for 
camp once more. 

‘Tuesday morning had been selected for 
our trip to Third lake. At nine o'clock 
Judge Batchellor, Mr. Chase, the guide, 
James O. Reynolds, better known to his 
friends as “Jimmie ’’, and myself, got on 
our packs or took our bundles in hand 
and atter a trip across the lake in the 
wow boat, made our way up the main in- 
let for a short distance. Upon landing, 
we drew the boat well up on the shore 
and hit the trail to the Third lake, six 
Jimmie” led with a big 
‘box containing provisions upon his back. 
Next came the ‘ownsman scribe, dubbed 
during the trip ‘the major,’’ with a 
gunny sack containing clothing and 
other necessary articles, pack fashion on 
his back, while gracefully draped over 
one shoulder was a camera and over the 
other a fish basket. 

In light marching order behind came 
the judge and “the colonel,” camera on 
his shoulder. Would | could describe 
the two and a half hours’ tramp through 
forest which had never been defiled by 
woodman’s axe, over brooks and streams 
on saplings or trunks of larger trees, 
through marshy land, up hill and down, 
now jumping from root to root, past the 
river Where it rushed and tumbled over 
rhe jagged rocks. How a poor hedgehog 
coming suddenly upon our party as he 
made his way along the trail, was scared 
nearly out of his hoggish senses at the 
reports of a bulldog revolver which 
could not hit the side of a barn door at 
twenty paces; how we drank of pure 
gushing springs as we passed them; how 
we slipped and slid along until the camp 
was reached, are incidents that must be 
lett until some other time. Situated up- 
on a bank overlooking the lake, a perfect 
jewel in ,a setting of green made by the 
forest-clad mountains which rise precip- 
itously from the water's edge—the two 
log cabins, one for the sportsmen and 
the other for the guide, are the personi- 
fication of comfort. ‘The main cabin 
contained two double bunks with springs 
and hair mattresses, which tipped up 
against the wall inthe day time. In one 
corner a Franklin stove did us good ser- 
vice almost all the time for the judge 
and “the colonel” persistedin getting 
their feet wet. A cupboard, with nice 
china. a table, a trunk containing bed- 
clothing, and several chairs completed 
the bulk of the furnishings. On the logs 
were the names of previous campers, and 
we found we were only the third or 
fourth party to have visited the lake 
this season. It was so very comfortable, 
especially on Wednesday when we awoke 
to the tune of the rain pouring on the 
bark roof. Although it was decidedly 
wet outside, it was warm and dry inside 
and we sat around almost all day enjoy- 
ing the judge’s stories and “ Jimmie’s” 
cooking. 

Our luck in catching trout was excel- 
lent and on Tuesday afternoon, we land- 
ed seventeen beauties among us, enough 
for supper and breakfast. The largest 
of these weighed alittle over a pound 
and a quarter. Owing to the rain we 
could not catch any trout, which by the 
way were the  red-meated variety and 
superb eating, on Wednesday morning 
in time for dinner but we landed five 
just before the dinner horn blew. After

LOSS TO NEWBURYPORT.

Mr. Hillel had been in the banking 
business from early youth, when he en- 
tered the service of the then New 
Ocean bank. For many years he was 
treasurer of the Institution for Sav- 
ings of Newburyport. He was a faith- 
ful, accurate, intelligent and upright 
bank officer. 

He was very prominent in Odd Fel- 
lowship, having been a charter mem- 
ber of Quascacunquin lodge, I. O. O. 
F., being made a member March 7, 
1844, continuing until his death, 57 
years. He was also a member of Mer- 
rimac encampment, I. O. O. F. He 
was PGM of the grand lodge, I. O. O. 
F., of Massachusetts and PGP of the 
grand encampment 1.0.0. F. of Mass- 
achusettts. 

He was one of the original members 
of the Tuesday evening club, and at 
the time of his death a member of Its 
successor, the Fortnightly club. He 
was constant in his attendance upon 
the meetings of the Old Newburyport 
historical society, of which he was one 
of the first members, and was an ac- 
tive worker in these and other organi- 
zations.

George B. Stevens of Roxbury, Miss 
Laura C. Hills and Miss Lizzie B. 
Hills of Newburyport, Mr. P. K. Hills, 
jr. of New York and Mr. Rokert H.

An interesting meeting of the Mystic 
council, Home cirec'e, was held Wednes- 
day night in Grange hall. There was.a 
large attendance. After the business 
session a musical entertainment was 
given, consisting of plano solos by Miss 
Ethel Emery of Milford and H. A. 
Morse of Andover, and songs by Fred 
Connor of Lynn.

A Washington dispatch anonunces 
that the territory which is covered by 
the rural postal delivery will have the 
weather bureau service also, The car- 
riers are to post the signals at certain 
points along their route on their morn- 
ing trip, so that the country people 
may know what to expect for ‘weather, 
as well as those who are in the city. 
This service will be given to the Me- 
thuen country people as soon as the 
rural postal delivery system is estab- 
lished here, which is expected in the 
course of a month. 


The work on the sewer north of the

yards below the Ingalls bridge, along 
the bank of the river up to Broadway.

At the Ingalls 
bridge it will be necessary to dig down 
over 23 feet, and further up Broadway, 
opposite Mr. Hayden’s residence it will 
be necessary to dig 24 feet into the 
earth in order to lay the pipe. Tne 
sewer will cross the Spicket river at 
two points near Ingalls bridge, one on 
the upper side, to drain. Brown street, 
and the other about 800 yards below the 
bridge to connect with the main outlet. 


The announcement made_ several 
weeks ago by the officials of the road 
that the L. & M. electric road wouid 
be in operation in six weeks has lead 
the good people of Methuen to watch 
for some indication that this would 
be the case, but as yet there appears 
no such indication. The track re- 
mains in the same unfinished condition 
as before, there being an open gyace 
at Washington square, and between 
Brown street and Oak avenue on 
Broadway, and as yet no poles have 
been erected for the trolley wire nor 
are any poles in sight. Even if every- 
thing else were completed, it is not 
probable that tracks would be laid on 
Broadway until after the construction 
of the sewer, and this will take some 
time. The selectmen have received no 
word from the officials indicating when 
the road will be in service. These 
circumstances seem to indicate that it 
will be more than ¢ix weeks before the 
road is in Operation, if, in fact, it is 
in operation this season.

would effect his mill. He stated that 
he knew nothing of the conditions of 
the matter and that he would have to 
look into it a little more before any- 
thing could be said.
